The use of these plans will save the pros- 
pective home owner a substantial amount of money since 
architect fees may run to 4 per cent of building cost. 

Architect Tyrus T. Tripp of Coral Gables, Florida, contrib- 
uted thirteen of the designs in Low Cost Homes. A graduate 
of Miami University and Washington University at St. Louis, 
Mr. Tripp has prepared plans for over 20,000 homes. 

Architect Alwin Cassens, Jr. of Long Island, New York, pro- 
duced eleven home plans in this book. A graduate of Carnegie 
Institute of Technology, Mr, Cassens brings over ten years 
of successful experience to the individual homes field. Assistant 
to Mr. Cassens was Chief Draftsman Albert San Fanandre who 
has enjoyed a profitable association with many well-known 
architectural firms. 

Four homes are the work of Architect Charles A. Wood, a 
twenty-year practitioner in the small home field and designer 
of over 15,000 residences in and around New York. 

Architect A. Harold Salkowitz, A. |. A., originated two home 
designs. Mr. Salkowitz has been preparing home and com- 
mercial building plans since 1925.

Oeste home you are going to build will probably 
i be the largest single investment you will ever 
make. Therefore, your choice of a plan and site 
can bring enduring satisfaction as a reward for sound 
judgment in estimating your needs. Or it can bring 
years of dissatisfaction plus the burden of heavy debt. 

Unfortunately, too many homes are selected with 
only a hazy knowledge of the family’s fundamental 
living requirements, while some comparatively unim- 
portant feature receives all the attention. For in- 
stance, many families have chosen a home plan 
simply because it specified an outside chimney or 
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an intriguing front door design. True, a The seven essential considerations in se- 


handsome entrance is gratifying, but a 
choice made on this basis alone is an almost 
sure guarantee of serious headaches in 
years to come. 

It is the aim of this book to forearm you 
against undesirable arrangements and to 
enable you to plan ahead to get the most 
house for your money. The plans shown 
here are individual. You may find just 
the plan you want in these pages, or a 
combination of the features of several 
houses in this book will do the trick for 
you. Even if you feel that you know ex- 
actly what you want for your home-to-be, 
a study of these plans may serve as a re- 
minder of a detail or simple luxury you 
may have forgotten. 


lecting a house plan are: 1) cost, 2) living 
space, 3) orientation, 4) circulation, 5) 
flexibility, 6) privacy and 7) storage space. 

The starting point for all home-selecting 
is cost. No matter what house you want, 
if you cannot pay for it, disregard it until 
you can. Modern home financing is liberal 
and flexible. But, if you obligate your 
credit to its limit, you will not enjoy your 
home, no matter how attractive it is. 

To estimate your costs, check your assets, 
savings and assured income. Decide how 
much of that income you can apply toward 
the price of a house on a monthly basis— 
one-fifth to one-fourth of your income is 
a conservative basic figure. Multiply that

The Navaho is a Ranch design of modern 
flavor. Its unique roof lines permit a row 
of windows beneath the peak of the slanted 
section to give the combined living area 
the rare benefit of quadruple 
exposure. 

Blending with the country- 
side, the vertical cypress siding 
and adobe brick of this con- 
temporary home becomes part 
of any location. Outdoors also 
merges with indoors through a 
wall of windows that enclose 
the dining, living and sun room. 

Inside, the outdoor person- 
ality is reflected in the natural 
wood panel walls; in the bed- 
room by the huge wall of built- 
in closets; in the large living 
room by the hospitable fire- 
place and the bright burst of 
windows in the sun room.

posed. Yet with this rustic background, 
The Navaho is modern in all conveniences 
and is efficient to maintain. Like most 
contemporary homes, the basement has 
been omitted, and the heating unit placed 
in the utility or storage room. 

The home is actually divided into two 
sections by the design of the roof. The 
kitchen, dining-living room and sun room 
are located under a shed roof and in addi- 
tion to the regular windows, this area re- 
ceives light and ventilation from five 
windows under the peak of the shed. The 
bedrooms and bathroom are under the flat 
portion of the roof. 

Entering from a sheltered flagstone 
porch, one approaches an almost square, 
wood-paneled living room. A feature of 
this room is the large adobe brick fireplace. 
Since the dining area and sun room open 
on the living room, you receive an im- 
pression of really spacious living. 

The kitchen is separated from the living 
room by a seven-foot built-in bookcase 
and from the dining room by a bar with 
shelves underneath. This kitchen is scien- 
tifically designed to save the homemaker 
time and extra steps. The sink, range and 


work cabinets are organized compactly 
along one wall. The refrigerator is oppo- 
site the sink and next to the dining room 
opening. A Dutch door at the rear of the 
kitchen leads to the backyard and the bar- 
becue terrace. 

In the hall off the living room is the 
bathroom. Beautiful ceramic tile covers 
the floor and the lower section of the side- 
walls. Wood paneling covers the upper 
portion of the sidewalls and the ceiling. 

The two bedrooms are accessible from 
the central hall. Each bedroom has two 
large windows and cross ventilation. The 
outstanding feature of each bedroom is the 
11-foot closet with a built-in wardrobe. 

Since a car is virtually a necessity for 
any home owner today, a car port is espe- 
cially essential for homes built for country 
areas. The utility or storage room'is just 
off the car port and in addition to contain- 
ing the heating unit, allows room for 
storage and a laundry. 

Except for the concrete-slab construc- 
tion, conventional construction methods 
are used for building this home. Pipes are 
imbedded in the cement. slab to provide 
radiant panel heating. ®

NHIS striking companion home to The 
Navaho shares dual honors for luxuri- 
ous living accommodations. At around 
$13,000, it is priced slightly higher than the 
latter, though still well within the low cost 
bracket. For the prospective owner’s 
money, however, it offers a multitude of 
rewarding features. It is boldly Modern 
without severity, it is designed for beauty 
without discarding comfort and it is 
planned for economy without sacrificing 
sound construction. 
When you study the floor plan, you real- 
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ize the superior planning in the layout of 
the house itself. It is designed for a me- 
dium-sized lot, which might have made it 
difficult to provide privacy if the architect 
had not located the car port, kitchen and 
utility room at the front. Thus, deliverymen 
need not walk through or around the 
premises. 

A second key to privacy is the sun room 
or porch, center of the family’s living. Built 
into the house, the living porch offers a 
pleasant recreation spot and yet is part of 
the house for both summer and winter use. 
To the street the car port por- 
tion of the house presents an 
attractive face of slender, white 
free-standing columns against 
a background of natural colored 
cypress. The white adobe brick 
combines well with the cypress 
front of the house proper. The 
front shed roof balances the 
large chimney also in the front. 
The flat roof overhang is ac- 
centuated wherever it is neces- 
sary to cut down direct sun 
rays. Plentiful windows and 
jalousie doors, however, allow 
no darkened corners in any 
room. 

Entrance is made to The Nas- 
sau from a sheltered front porch 
into the cypress-paneled living

room. The white brick ten-foot fireplace 
and wood bin are features of this room. For 
convenience, the wood bin is accessible 
from the outside for loading. Following the 
plan of most modern homes, the living 
room is combined with the dining area. 

A seven-foot partition and built-in china 
closet separate this section from the 
kitchen. A gas range, refrigerator, sink, 
cupboards and 14 feet of tile work counters 
are arranged in an attractive “U” along two 
walls. An extra wide window is located 
over the sink and framed by cabinets at 
either side. This makes the kitchen an 
especially light and airy place in which to 
work. The open feeling is carried out in 
these three rooms by the exposed rafters. 

The Nassau has two complete and mod- 
ern bathrooms. The master bedroom has a 
large wardrobe closet and has three way 
exposure. The smaller front bedroom has 
cross ventilation and double exposure. The 
third bedroom is isolated from the rest of 
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the house and is perfect for a study. Or it 
may be used as a combination den and 
guest room. Because this room is so con- 
venient to the kitchen, it is also an ideal 
nursery. Finally, it can be a maid’s room, 
too, isolated as it is from the rest of the 
house. It has a bathroom close at hand. 

The plumbing system of your home is an 
important factor in maintaining health. 

Here is a check list that covers your es- 
sential plumbing needs: (1) Water supply 
should be obtained from public sources 
where possible. (2) Waste disposal is al- 
ways taken care of best by a public sewer. 
(3) Bathroom locations should be planned 
in the interest of convenience and economy. 
(4) Bathroom design should fit your fam- 
ily’s needs. (5) Pipe should be selected to 
fit the water conditions where you build 
and it should be properly sized and in- 
stalled to avoid later trouble. (6) Plumbing 
fixtures should be considered, especially 
bathroom accessories. ®

T HE Riviera will provide its owners with 

the setting for truly fine living. Though 
its cost, around $18,000, is higher than the 
average price of homes in this book, this 
beautiful house is still not in the prohibitive 
price bracket that its rich appearance ap- 
parently warrants. 

Value is its prime feature. It is well to 
remember that the price of a home is not 
so important as what you are getting for 
your money. You can be assured of a sound 
investment when you buy The Riviera. 

The original model was designed for a 
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Southern area of the country where heat- 
ing requirements were inconsequential. 
However, a large utility room allows for 
the installation of any type of conventional 
heating unit, permitting this home to be 
located satisfactorily in any part of the 
United States. 

The long, low-lying modern design is 
typical of the most recent trends in archi- 
tecture. The large window areas, glass 
jalousie door opening, the attached garage 
and wrought iron enclosed breezeway give 
the home an appearance of extra width. 
The pastel-colored stucco and 
the brick veneer are the exter- 
ior decorative features which 
make this house additionally 
distinctive. 

The plan includes five major 
rooms, all conveniently ar- 
ranged on one floor. There is 
also a big breezy, sun porch 
facing the garden, which is ideal 
for year round outdoor living. 
In summer it is screened; in 
winter the open sides are glazed

the foyer from the large rectangular living 
room. The rear wall of this foyer consists 
of a planting box in which bright green 
plants create a partition separating the 
foyer from the dining room. 

Four awning type casements in the front 
and two at the rear of the living room make 
it bright and cheerful. A feature of this 
room is the slumped brick fireplace wall. A 
glass door at the rear leads to the sun porch. 
But with all its openings, plenty of un- 
broken wall space in the living room per- 
mits a practical arrangement of furniture. 
There is a square top arch on the right side 
of the room which opens to the central hall. 
From this hall doors lead to the two bed- 
rooms, family bath, linen and storage closet. 

The bedrooms are large and airy with 
ample closet space. The master bedroom 
has its own private entrance from outdoors. 
It also has its own complete bathroom with 
a dressing area. The second bath is located 
off the hall between the living room and 
small bedroom. 

The kitchen is large and well designed. 
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There is space for nearly every modern ap- 
pliance. There are numerous cupboards, 
cabinets and 17 feet of working surface. 
There is also a 9x8 foot dinette space. 

Between the kitchen and dinette area is 
the formal dining room. Lighted in back by 
three windows and separated from the front 
foyer by a planting pit, the room is colorful 
and gay. 

The pleasure of outside living can be 
enhanced with well designed porches and 
breezeways. The Riviera has both. It is 
sounder to make these an integral part of 
your plans at the outset—if you can afford 
to do so. Their design conforms to the arch- 
itecture of the home and preverts the 
“stuck on” appearance that is noticeable in 
many homes.

N a low price home it is often difficult to 

discern any indication of architectural 
originality or beauty since so much of the 
building cost is devoted to practicality, 
sound construction and various building 
economies rather than aesthetic value. 
There is no real excuse for this. Taste and 
appealing appearance can be incorporated 
into the simplest structure regardless of 
price. The Tyler is a case in point—at 
around $10,500 it is certainly a low cost 
home, yet original design is far from neg- 
lected. 
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Low-sweeping roof lines make this home 
grow out of the ground. The skill with 
which all oblique lines are placed creates 
this impression, as your eye, in passing over 
them, is brought to the ground at nearly 
every point. The sense of shelter that is 
every home’s primary purpose is obtained 
by making the roof areas large and steep 
enough to dominate the low, well-propor- 
tioned side walls of the house. 

The garage and bedroom wings plus the 
large picture window add unique interest 
to the front, and the use of rough-wood 
shingles gives a superior and 
unusual character to the entire 
house. 

The plan follows a very prac- 
tical scheme, one which allows 
best utilization of the whole 
building site. The service por- 
tion of the home is accessible 
on one side near the front. Thus 
all the space behind the home is 
available for a garden or game 
area. 

Rooms are planned to allow 
direct communication between 
different areas, enabling the 
homemaker to reduce her steps 
to a minimum. 

Entrance into the house is 
made by way of a small terrace 
into a foyer. A wrought iron

railing separates this foyer from the 24- 
foot living room.

The rear section of the living room 
may be used as a dining area. 

In the left corner of the house and di- 
rectly in back of the garage is the kitchen.

if desired. Off the side kitchen door is the 
entrance to the full basement and outdooi 
service porch. If the basement is finished 
off, you will have sufficient space to pursue 
your favorite hobby—be it photography, a 
workshop or parties. The heating system in 
the original home was hot water, oil fired; 
but any conventional type of system may 
be used with success. 

The three bedrooms, bath and linen clos- 
ets comprise the right half of the house. 
The master bedroom is located in the front 
of the house and features two large win- 
dows and a built-in closet. The other two 
bedrooms are in the rear and include ample 
closet room. 


In the front of The Tyler is the bath- 
room. It is complete in every detail and 
features a built-in vanity, ceramic tile floor 
and side walls. 

The roof pitch of this home is not suffi- 
cient to use the shallow attic space for any- 
thing other than storage. If you wish to use 
this space for this purpose, you may place 
a shuttle way in the central hall. 

As a precaution against condensation the 
attic has vents built into the roof to facili- 
tate normal passage of any water vapor 
present. These ventilators are usually left 
open all year around and serve to prevent 
the interior paint and plaster from crack- 
ing or the structure from otherwise de- 
teriorating. In addition to fully insulating 
your home, a vapor barrier consisting of 
metal foil or asphalt felt should cover the 
insulation to further protect it from con- 
densation. 
~ The full basement of The Tyler may be 
put to fullest advantage by installing an 
outside fuel tank. Usually the oil tank is 
placed in the cellar because it is more eco- 
nomical to install. Over a period of a few 
years, however, you will find that a tank of 
500- or 1000-gallon capacity buried in your 
yard will more than pay for itself in the 
long run because oil dealers often give bet- 
ter prices for large orders. ®

pletion. The kitchen and living room are 
at the front of the house, giving more pri- 
vacy to the bed chambers. 

Entrance is made from the front directly 
into the living room. The outstanding fea- 
tures of the room are the large picture 
window in the front and a wood panel open 
staircase to the attic. The living room may 
be quickly transformed into a combination 
living and dining room when the occasion 
warrants. There is sufficient 
space in the kitchen for a com- 
plete dinette set, so that except 
on special occasions all meals 
may be served here. An arch- 
way at the rear of the living 
room admits to the central 
foyer, from which a door gives 
access to all other rooms. 

The kitchen is as modern and 
functional as any to be found in 
the most expensive homes. Sci- 
entifically designed, the work- 
ing area is lined along two walls 
in the form of an “L.” The sink, 
work counter and washing ma- 
chine are arranged beneath 
numerous cupboards along one 
wall, while the range and re- 
frigerator are along the other. 
Sufficient cabinet space is in-

cluded to meet the requirements of the av- 
erage family of four. A convenient door at 
the end of the room admits directly to a 
side yard, where deliveries are made. 

The two bedrooms at the rear each have 
double exposure and_ cross-ventilation. 
Each has one large “walk-in” closet. 

The large bathroom is easily reached 
both from the living and sleeping quarters 
of the home. Modern designing and skill- 
ful workmanship have combined to make 
this bathroom one of the most interesting 
features of The Madison. The surfaces of 
the side walls and floor are made colorful 
by using ceramic tile in a variety of shades. 
The installation of tile here, or in the 
kitchen, is economical for the walls and 


floors and good for the life of the building. — 


The prospect of having to refinish the bath- 
room within a few years is eliminated, and 
what is more, the problem of cleaning is 
made inconsequential. 

Tile is available in many sizes, colors and 
shapes, so that the home builder may select 
the color scheme that best suits his indi- 
vidual taste and that will blend well with 
the fixtures. The lavatory, bathtub and 
toilet are all made of vitreous china, 
which will not stain or discolor over a long 
period of time. The medicine cabinet over 
the lavatory is equipped with plate glass 
shelves and a plate glass mirror has been 
attached to the face of the cabinet door. An 
economical feature of this is that it is lo- 
cated directly behind the kitchen sink wall, 
making it possible to use the same plumb- 
ing lines for the bath and kitchen. 

The Madison is built on a concrete slab 
foundation with asphalt tile as the finished 
flooring material. Pipes are imbedded in 
the cement to provide radiant panel-heat- 


ing. The entrance to the utility room, which 
contains an oil-fired heating plant, is in 
the rear of the house and is large enough 
for the storage of garden tools. 

The car port at the side of the house is 
another feature of the home. Not only does 
its roof (a continuation ofthe house itself) 
protect the car, but it lengthens the house 
lines. 

The price of The Madison is especially 
appealing and should be in the range of 
most persons of moderate income. At 
around $8,000 it is an exceptional bargain. 

Numerous factors determine the price 
you should pay for a home. Obviously, 
your income is one of the prime considera- 
tions. Secondly, the extent of your mort- 
gage after down payment is made will 
guide your decision. Thirdly, and possibly 
most important, your standard of living is a 
key factor. 

One handy rule of thumb available to de- 
termine the price you can afford for a new 
home is the following: Estimate your an- 
nual income after taxes. Double this figure 
and you will arrive at the rough price you 
can safely pay. 

Any rule, however, is greatly affected by 
the amount of down payment you can 
make. The larger the payment you can 
make the more expensive a house you 
can afford. Aside from this, though, is the 
very substantial savings in mortgage inter- 
est that will be yours. This adds up toa 
sizable figure over a 20- or 30-year mort- 
gage period. 

Remember, if you are aecustormed to 
apartment living, the added costs above 
price that a home entails: mortgage in- 
terest, taxes, insurance, fuel and mainte- 
nance. ®

Radiant panel heating in the floor, serviced 
by an oil-fired furnace has proved an 
economy and eliminated the need for a 
basement. Asphalt tile floor- 
ing, used throughout over the 
concrete slab, makes for mini- 
mum upkeep and gives a 
unified effect to all rooms.

window and cupboards is the vitreous 
china sink and nearly eight feet of water- 
repellent, heat-resistant laminated plastic 
topped work counter space. The refriger- 
ator and range are on other wall. A rear 
door leads to the back yard from the kitchen 
area, while a second door leads to the 
utility room. 

A special design feature of The Jefferson 
is the location of the third bedroom which 
may be utilized as a dining room with a 
connecting arch to the kitchen.

stalled in the storage room area. An au- 
thentic ranch*type, it is low and rambling. 
But unlike many ranch houses, it is one 
that does not require vast acreage for 
proper setting. It’s 56 ft. wide, but only 35 
ft. 6 in. from front to back. These unusual 
measurements make it ideal for a city lot 
that is wide and shallow. 

The exterior walls are merely cinder or 
concrete blocks covered with colorful 
stucco. Knotty pine plank boards and plas- 
tered walls on the interior are handsome 
and inexpensive. 

The large, breezy, screened- 
in porch facing the side is ideal 
for insectless outdoor living. 
The shape of the house gives 
the porch privacy and the alu- 
minum jalousies block out rain 
and wind.

This room has exposure on 
three sides and a complete built-in unit 
with dressing table along one wall. The 
junior bedroom is at the back of the house 
with windows on the rear and side.

The bathroom is large, and completely 
equipped. Due to its central location, it is 
easily reached from all parts of the home. 
A large opaque window insures privacy in 
this room yet provides sufficient ventila- 
tion. 

The kitchen in The Bel Air is large to 
allow efficient operation in an average- 
sized family. All of the equipment neces- 
sary to the storage of foods and utensils, 
the preparation of meals, and the cleaning 
of equipment has been conveniently and 
logically arranged in a ‘“U” form around a 
large window. On either side of this win- 
dow there are large cabinets. Beneath these 
cupboards is over ten feet of work counter 
surfaced with colored laminated plastic. Di- 
rectly beneath the kitchen window and 
dividing the work counter into sections is a 
large double sink. 

Located between the living room and 


kitchen is the knotty pine-paneled dining 
section. Large enough for family use, the 
room is well lighted by a large window in 
the front. A door leads from this room into 
the porte-cochere, or car port. 

Off the porte-cochere is the storage room. 
Although no heating system is shown on 
the building blueprint, this utility room is 
designed for a radiant heating oil-fired 
unit. 

As in many homes of this type, terrazzo 
is used to finish the floors. This material 
conducts heat well and makes a bright ev- 
erlasting floor. 

The car port, minus car and with ade- 
quate additional lighting, makes an ideal 
outdoor party area. A new wiring system 
cperating by remote control is available 
for home use. Master selector switches can 
be placed in any number of convenient lo- 
cations. They can be used to turn elec- 
tricity on or off for a variety of purposes. 
You can start your breakfast coffee by 
turning on the switch in your bedroom. If 
you are sitting near the telephone and 
would like to turn off the radio, you can do 
it without leaving your chair—if there’s a 
switch within reach. ®

exterior depends largely upon simplicity of 
composition, good proportioning between 
the width of the house and the height, and 
the use of materials which lend interest to 
the wall areas. The simplicity of the ex- 
terior design of The Quincy makes it ap- 
pear larger than it actually is. The height 
of this house has been cut to a minimum, 
which not only improves the exterior ap- 
pearance but saves the cost of construction 
as well. By breaking the front with.an open 
but sheltered porch the house is made to 
appear longer than it normally would. The 
use of both red brick and shin- 
gles as exterior finishes give 
the house a clean-cut appear- 
ance that will remain in good 
taste through the years. 

The front door leads from the 
porch into a long foyer. The 
generous-sized living room, di- 
rectly off the foyer, has been 
planned in such a way that 
many arrangements of furniture 
and pictures will immediately 
suggest themselves. The room 
is well lighted by a large pic- 
ture window on the front, and 
by a smaller window on the 
side.

in such a manner, the furnishing in both 
should be made to harmonize. 

The kitchen in this well-designed house 
is located off the dinette and incorporates 
all the step-saving, labor-saving devices 
created by scientific planning. A convenient 
door at one end of this room admits directly 
to the service porch at the side, where de- 
liveries can easily be made. 

All the remaining sections of the house 
may be easily reached from the foyer. 
Doors open into three cheerful bedrooms, 
the bath, the basement and the roomy linen 
closet. There is a scuttle to the storage at- 
tic in the ceiling of the foyer. 

The bedrooms are not only comfortable 
in size, but are equipped with capacious 
closets with sliding doors. The three rooms 
all have double exposure and cross-venti- 
lation. 

In The Quincy the heating system as de- 
signed is an oil-fired forced-air heating 
system. The system is sometimes known as 
the “Indoor Comfort System” as it offers 
heat in winter and air conditioning cool in 
‘summer. Ducts extend along the cellar ceil- 
ing, up through the walls and eventually 


into the rooms. Each room usually has two 
ducts, one called a register through which 
heated air is forced and the other called a 
return air intake through which the cool 
room air is drawn into the system by a 
blower, filtered, heated and then again 
forced into each room. In summer, the 
blower acts as a huge fan and cools the 
entire house. Moisture is added to the air 
by a special humidifier. 

The large basement may be converted 
into a cheerful recreation room, if desired. 
A knotty pine wallboard finish would look 
particularly attractive. 

Wallboard is now available that looks 
like real knotty pine and costs much less. 
It is fireproof, being made of gypsum. Pho- 
tographic and printing processes reproduce 
the authentic appearance of the wood. The 
factory applies the lacquer that protects 
and preserves the finish. Nails are available 
in matching colors. The board is % in. thick 
and comes in several widths. 

If you expect to give the panels heavy 
wear or you want a glossy finish, they may 
be waxed or varnished after a coat of shel- 
lac is applied. ®

HE term “Ranch Home” has become a 
magic catchword in real estate adver- 
tising. Indeed, it has such appeal that it 
is generally flagrantly misused and ap- 
plied at random to any one-story house. 
Since the phrase has never been accurately 
and absolutely defined, this use of the word 
cannot be considered entirely false, but it 
is certainly misleading. 
Ranch homes originated in the South- 
west where they were actual modifications

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of real ranches: single-level, basementless, 
low, very rambling and rough finished. 
They conformed to the flat desertland 
where they were built. They were func- 
tionally suited to the ground they were 
anchored to, and therefore had a com- 
pletely natural beauty. 

The Taft can lay more claim than most 
to the name Ranch home since its accent 
is authentically western. Roof lines are 
casually low; redwood siding covering the 
exterior walls add just the 
right touch of rusticity. 

The interior follows the 
rules set by the outside. The 
living and dining space are 
near and easily reached from 
the garden where friends may 
be welcomed. The kitchen 
is quickly accessible from 
either the front or back. Bed- 
room and bath are placed for 
assurance of privacy and 
quiet; they are far removed 
from the noisier recreation 
areas. 

The front door opens into 
a vestibule which contains a 
large guest wardrobe. To the 
left of the vestibule is a cen- 
tral hallway leading to the 
two bedrooms, bath and base-

kitchen. The installation is the popular 
one-wall type.

Occasional meals may be served 
in this kitchen, for sufficient floor space has 
been reserved for a complete dinette set. 
In this home, the kitchen is an excellent 
example of what thoughtful planning and 
good architectural design will produce, for 
it is not only efficient, but beautiful to look 
at as well.

ae Nevada is a superb example of 
small Ranch home planning in which 
convenience, comfort, beauty and practica- 
bility are ideally blended to produce a 
smart, efficient home.

Both modern and period furniture will ft 
comfortably in this house. The interior has 
a homey charm that is matched by an ex- 
terior of stone or brick, asphalt shingles 
and siding, and an appealing low roof. Win- 
dows are the casement type to allow an 
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unobstructed view. There is no waste floor 
space, and the rooms appear larger owing 
to intelligent proportioning. Kitchen doors 
and windows are located to give maximum 
wall space, making a more spacious room 
than its measurements indicate. There is no 
reason why the study cannot be a bedroom 
if three are necessary. As an alternate plan 
the basement may be omitted, the kitchen 
plan changed to include furnace space, and 
a utility room located in the basement stair- 
way.

F you are looking for a choice home 

which reflects the warm cheer of the 
South, yet is architecturally satisfying, The 
Bermuda should be yours. Five rooms plus 
the luxury of an outdoor living porch offer 
comfortable living space at a minimum 
price. Though originally constructed where 
the year-round climate is warm, The Ber- 
muda will wear well in any locale owing 
to its sound, practical construction. 

Sophisticated enough for a suburban 
neighborhood, this house would be quite 
as much at home in the country. As speci- 
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fied in the plans, the outside finish is stucco 
on concrete or cinder blocks, but any other 
exterior finish and standard construction 
will do. Also any type of roofing material 
may be used in place of the cement tile 
shown in the photographs. 

The house inside is finished with plaster 
painted in gay pastel colors. The floors are 
of oak parquet except in the kitchen where 
inlaid linoleum is used. The floor and 
walls of the bathroom are finished with 
colorful ceramic tile. 

The Bermuda is conveniently and com- 
pactly planned, yet spacious, as 
study of the detailed archi- 
tectural drawing will show. For 
instance, the kitchen is con- 
venient to both porch and din- 
ing room, and is only a step 
farther from living room. The 
combination of the porch and 
three rooms offers splendid 
possibilities for entertainment 
and privacy. 

Entrance into the house is 
made by way of a small porch 
into a vestibule. The main fea- 
ture of the living room is a 
large picture window in front 
and side which adds natural 
beauty to the room. 

The large dining room is 
reached through an archway 
from the living room, thus 
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making the living room appear more spa- 
cious. Built-in china closets are in each 
far corner of this room. The living room 
is also connected to the jalousie porch by 
a large arched doorway. 

Only a step from the dining room, the 
kitchen makes serving quick and easy. The 
kitchen is step-saving. It is also bright 
and cheery with its white cabinets, tile 
counter top, red linoleum floor and _ its 
window centered between two hanging 
wall cabinets. The utility closet which can 
be used to hold an oil-fired radiant heat- 
ing system is located just off the kitchen. 

Many families find that a glassed-in 
porch grows on them until it becomes the 
most popular room in the house. This will 
be true with The Bermuda. The glass pro- 
tection guarantees year-round comfort. 
Yet, with complete visibility and easy ac- 
cess to the exterior, the porch does not 
lose its outdoor feeling. 

The bathroom in this house is large, and 
completely equipped. Due to its central 
location, it is easily reached from all rooms. 

The master bedroom is large and has two 
extra sized wardrobe type closets. The 
junior bedroom has one commodious closet. 
Both rooms have double exposure and 
cross ventilation. In the hall, there is a 
scuttle way to the attic which can be used 
as a storage area. 

Place The Bermuda on a lot that will 
do justice to its snug lines and it will repay 
you with years of satisfying living. 

Selecting a lot should be the first and 
perhaps the major consideration of the 
prospective home owner. It is the land 
to which your investment in a house is 
irretrievably attached. Once you have

started building, it will be too late to 
change your mind about the suitability of 
your lot. Therefore, locate your land with 
the utmost care. 

First, secure a map (a good road map 
available at gasoline stations will do) and 
draw circles around the specific areas in 
which you are interested. Ask your friends 
whether or not they would like a home 
in each area. No matter what their answer, 
remember their reasons. 

Next, mark on your map the location of 
railroad and other transit connections, 
churches, schools, hospitals, shopping cen- 
ters, amusements, highways, etc. Note the 
nearness of each to your tentative lot. 

Consult real estate agents in the locality 
for available land. Remember, however, to 
keep the cost of your land between 10% 
and 15% of your house cost, and don’t allow 
an sgent to push you above this figure. 
Often agents will try to make you spend 
18% to 60% of the cost of the home for 
land. This is foolish. No builder would 
do it. Think of yourself as a builder, as 
someone who is going to try to sell this 
property for profit some day. 

Read local newspapers in the area where 
you plan to build and look for relatively 
modest ads—ads that are factually written 
and seem to have been inserted by the real 
owner. Be wary of ads that overflow with 
adjectives about the “lovely view,” the 
“darling setting’ and so on. 

Drive through the area yourself, ohne 
addresses and signs that indicate where 
further information may be obtained. Don’t 
let yourself be shoved into any quick sale. 
If a lot is such a bargain, it can wait until 
you have fully made up your mind. ®

HE average family of moderate means 

will find this four-room bungalow of 
Cape Cod design well suited to their needs. 
Unlike most bungalows of this type, The 
Maryland provides cross-ventilation in 
every room except the living room. The 
simplicity of the exterior and the straight 
rectangular floor plan makes for economy 
in construction, and gives to the house a 
pleasing, homey air. There is no dining 
room provided for, but a large dining al- 
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cove is located in one end of the kitchen 
where a full dinette set may be placed. On 
occasion meals may be served in the living 
room. In short, The Maryland is a practi- 
cal, compact and efficient home. 

Entrance is made from a sheltered door- 
way into the living room. This room is not 
too large but of comfortable size for the 
small family. Ample unbroken wall space 
in the well proportioned living room sim- 
plifies furniture arrangements. A charming 
early American fireplace is an 
outstanding feature of the room. 
A large picture window makes 
this living room bright and 
cheerful. At the rear of the 
room one archway leads into 
the kitchen and basement stairs 
while another admits to a cen- 
tral hall. From this hall the 
kitchen, two bedrooms, bath 
and linen closet can be reached. 

The kitchen cupboards, work 
counters and sink are conven- 
iently arranged in an “L” 
shape beneath a window. At 
the end of the work area in the 
rear wall is the service door, so 
that the busy housewife does 
not have to take unnecessary 
steps to obtain supplies. More

minated by corner windows, is devoted to 
space for a full dinette set. 

Within easy reach of all parts of the 
house is the bathroom. All fixtures, includ- 
ing the walls, have shining stainproof dur- 
able surfaces that may be quickly cleaned 
with soap and water. 

The sleeping section of The Maryland is 
easily accessible from both the kitchen and 
the living room through the central hall. 
Each bedroom has a double exposure and 
cross-ventilation, as well as one commodi- 
ous closet. The master bedroom is located 
in the front of the house and has a large 
window on two walls. The junior bedroom 
is placed in the rear, next to the bathroom. 

In a home of this design additional living 
space can be added by the installation of a 
large recreation room in the basement. 
Such a room costs but little when one con- 
siders the use and the fun that can be had 
in it. The cost of a recreation room depends 
largely upon the material used to finish the 
floor and side walls. About the most rea- 
sonable, yet practical room, is one of wall- 
board and asphalt tile floor. Before making 
any installation, be certain that the floor 
and side walls have been waterproofed, or 
serious damage may result. 

Any one of a number of popular methods 
of heating may be used in The Maryland. 
Whatever heating system is used, however, 
it should be located in the basement, unless 
of course the house is built without a base- 
ment, in which case the space devoted on 
the floor plan to the basement stairway 
should be made to hold the heating plant. 

The one-car garage is so planned that it 
blends into the architectural design of the 
house. The over-head type of doors that 
slip up out of sight at the touch of a finger 
are installed for the convenience of the 
homeowner. Sufficient space has been add- 
ed at the rear for this garage to accom- 
modate a workbench. ®

AVE you ever heard the old argument 
about not combining traditional style 
with modern?

An outstanding exterior feature is the 
length-adding design achieved by continu- 
ing the house front to include the front 
wall of the garage, thus allowing a con- 
tinuous front roof line. 

To destroy the monotony of an unin- 
terupted asbestos finish completely around 
the house, a fieldstone block facing has 
been applied to the front. It adds interest 
and beauty. 

The Lowell is economical, as in the case 
of most Cape Cod homes, since all of 
the rooms are conveniently 
arranged on one floor. There 
are four rooms and a bath on 
the first floor.

Both bedrooms feature corner windows, 
which means they have cross ventilation 
and double exposure. Also each has a 
large closet. The bathrocm is conveniently 
located between the bedrooms. 

In a small home of this type, one can do 
wonders by converting the basement into 
a really livable or workable area rather 
than allow it to remain a storage spot for 
odds and ends. The Lowell has an added 
advantage over most plans in that it has 
a direct entrance from the outside to the 
basement without necessitating passage 
through any rooms of the house, a feature 
that will appeal to every housewife. 


If you do not care to go to the expense 
of covering the walls of the basement with 
wallboard, they can be given a finishing 
coat of cement and then painted. However, 
the ceiling should be covered with wall- 
board because ceiling beams are very 
susceptible to dust. And keeping cellar 
beams dust free is nearly impossible. 

The heating system in this house is oil- 
hot water with baseboard radiation. The 
Lowell is completely insulated and all, 
windows and doors weatherstripped. Not 
only will this prevent heat from escaping 
in the winter but the interior of the house 
will be cooler in the summertime since the 
flow of heat is retarded. Depending upon 
the location of the home, the number of 
windows and type of construction, proper 
insulation will result in an annual fuel 
saving of ten to thirty per cent. By insulat- 
ing your home at the time of construction, 
the fuel saved over a period of five to seven 
years will have paid for the initial installa- 
tion. Insulation is sound investment for any 
homeowner. ®

Although no heating system is shown on 
the plan there is plenty of room in the 
utility or storage closet off the dinette for 
an oil-fired radiant heating plant. In this 
system, the heating panels are imbedded in 
the concrete floor. Although this is rela- 
tively new when compared with older 


systems, it is ideal for small home design. 
Among its advantages are that it conserves 
space; the heat is uniform with no hot spots 
or cold corners; and it is clean, leaving 
streak-free walls and no dust-collecting 
corners. 

A new method of heating the home is 
panel heating by radiant glass. Electricity 
is converted into infra-red radiant heat. 
The heat is transmitted by specially de- 
signed, electrified panels of tempered glass 
with a chemical heating element per- 
manently fused into it. You can use these 
panels to heat your entire home or simply 
as an auxiliary heat source wherever you 
want extra heat. 

This method of heating has several ad- 
vantages. It is installed cheaply because no 
furnace, piping, radiators, registers or fuel 
storage space is required. The only case 
in which this type of installation would 
not be recommended is when the house is 
not adequately insulated. 

You have a quick, constant source of 
heat with panel heating. Just turn on the 
switch. The supply of electricity doesn’t 
rum out?

T HE economical Belvedere can be con- 
_ structed with little financial burden to 
‘the budding home owner. Modern Cali- 
fornian in styling, it is rectangular rather 
than rambling, and quite naturally suited 
to any locale. A noteworthy feature is its 
hip roof—an extra strong roof since it 
forms a natural arch with four-directional 
support instead of two, and simultaneously 
eliminates the more costly triangular gables 
necessary with side walls. 
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The original exterior is a striking feature. 
Below the front windows the wall is red 
brick. Above the sills the walls are finished 
with redwood siding. The roof is of bright 
and colorful asphalt shingles to complete 
the vari-colored design scheme. 

Inside, rooms are small to hold costs 
down. Fora house this size, a small heat- 
ing unit, placed in the kitchen, will do a 
satisfactory job. A water heater is in- 
stalled over the oil-fired furnace. 

The front door leads directly 
from the sheltered porch into a 
broad living room. The out- 
standing feature of this room 
is the low modern brick fire- 
place. The combination picture 
and corner window allows the 
room to be light and bright yet 
leaves sufficient wall space for 
a variety of furniture arrange- 
ment. 

The kitchen is ideal for the 
modern housewife. An ex- 
tended bay window over the 
sink lets in lots of sunlight. 
There are cupboards on each 
side of the windows and over 
the range. Space remains for 
a complete dinette set. An- 
other highlight of this modern

Bedrooms are ample for double or twin 
beds and both have double exposure and 
cross ventilation. The bathroom is luxuri- 
ous, boasting both a shower and a bath- 
tub. The walls of this room are of colorful 
and durable plastic tile. 

To keep construction costs down, The 
Belvedere has no basement. Modern heat- 
ing plants make good looking and efficient 
units possible. Therefore, if you can cut 
costs, and still have a good heating system, 
why not have it on the first floor? 

Building a home on a concrete slab may 
at first sound simple, but it requires con- 
siderable care if the finished product is to 
be economical, dry and warm. A concrete 
floor for a home should first be dry. This 
can be achieved by building the slab above 
ground level, so that the surrounding land 
slopes away. Also desirable is a founda- 


tion wall extending around the perimeter 
of the house and measuring about six to 
eight inches thick and from one to two feet 
deep. After this frame is poured, about 
four to six inches of gravel fill should be 
spread over the surface, at ground level. 
To prevent dampness from eventually 
seeping through, a moisture barrier con- 
sisting of a coat of asphalt or 75 |b. felt is 
then laid on the gravel fill. 

Next, two-inch thick insulation is set in 
place around the edge forming a two-foot 
border all around. A four-inch thick layer 
of concrete is then added over the moisture 
barrier and insulation. The floor is ready 
for finishing. In the case of The Belvedere. 
asphalt tile is used in all rooms except in 
the living room where oak parquet is laid. 

This isn’t a home for a growing family. 
But it will meet the immediate needs of a 
young couple. It is even superior for an 
older couple with grown children who 
could then use the former family home. ®

it has been laboriously cleaned. But in The 
Greenwood this problem is solved in a 
straightforward manner.

The working area and cabinets 
are confined to one wall. The washing ma- 
chine and range are located close at hand. 
A convenient door at the rear of the room 
admits to the service porch where deliv- 
eries are made. 

Your kitchen should be arranged for 
maximum efficiency and step-saving. Think 
of your kitchen from the standpoint of the 
work you have to do. The three basic tasks 
are food storage and preparation; cleaning 
and dishwashing; cooking and_ serving. 
Each of these tasks revolves around a major 
piece of kitchen equipment. You will use 
the refrigerator, for example, as the center 
of your food storage; the sink as the center 
of cleaning and dishwashing and the range 
as the center of your cooking and serving. 
Plan how you are going to arrange the ap- 
pliances in your kitchen with this in mind. 


The bedrooms, because of their shape, 
permit the best possible use of floor space. 
The high window in the front has three ad- 
vantages: 1) your furniture can be placed 
anywhere along the walls; 2) you can have 
privacy without shutting out any light, and 
3) windows near the ceiling allow hot air to 
escape in the summer. In this room, there 
is a side window which means both bed- 
rooms have cross ventilation and double 
exposure. Both rooms have large wardrobe 
closets with sliding doors. An extra bed- 
room and bathroom can be built on the 
second floor. 

As is the case with all well-designed 
homes, the bathroom is within easy reach 
of all parts of the house. This room is lo- 
cated directly behind the kitchen sink wall, 
making it possible to use the same plumb- 
ing lines for the bath and kitchen. The 
bathroom floor, as through the rest of the 
house, is asphalt tile. 

The hot-water radiant heating plant is 
located in a large utility room. 

The walls and roof are thoroughly insu- 
lated, and the windows and doors are 
weatherstripped for comfort at extreme 
temperatures. Exterior finish is wood and 
asbestos shingles. ®

UT of millions of today’s small home 

designs only a few are as well planned 

and contain so many desirable qualities as 

there are available in the compact plan of 
The Flamingo. 

For example, there is a maximum of 
light, ventilation, and compact yet attrac- 
tive features. There is inexpensive but 
durable construction throughout, with low 
maintenance cost. In addition, the house is 
built of fireproof, long-lived concrete. It 
has an attractive exterior that is individual 
without being faddish. 
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The front door opens directly into the 
attractive living room. This area is lighted 
by a picture window and a window on the 
front wall, giving both double exposure and 
cross ventilation. Enough wall space re- 
mains for varied furniture arrangement. 

A built-in bookcase-bar divides the liv- 
ing room from the kitchen and dinette 
area. Along the rear wall and set around 
the back window is space for a range, re- 
frigerator and sink with cabinets above and 
below. Another window is located on the 
side wall. 

The Flamingo does not have 
a dining room. The kitchen is 
used for most family meals. 
while the living room is ar- 
ranged for more formal gather- 
ings. 

The sleeping quarters are 
situated on the left side of the 
house with two bedrooms that 
K are accessible from the central 
hall, which also leads to the 
modern bathroom. Each bed- 
room contains a large closet. A 
as third closet for linen is located 
in the hall. These bedrooms also 
have cross. ventilation and 
double exposure. 

The Flamingo boasts a bath- 
room within arm’s reach of 
both bedrooms, yet almost di- 
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rectly accessible from the living room, and 
conveniently placed near the route from 
kitchen to front door. 

Exterior walls are built of hollow con- 
crete blocks or compressed cinder blocks, a 
type of construction that has proved its 
worth for a number of years in buildings 
of larger size and is fast becoming popular 
in home-building. These blocks are cov- 
ered with a one-half inch thick coat of 
smooth, waterproof cement. Two coats of 
special outdoor paint, in pastel shades, are 
then applied. The first coat is a waterproof 
sealer to double guard against leaks. The 
second coat is the finishing touch on an ex- 
terior that is the picture of handsomeness 
—far different from the usual and perfect 
for modern day living. 

There is more interest now in the con- 
crete home than at any other time. When 
home building materials are short in qual- 
ity as well as quantity, the supply of good 
concrete is often adequate although its use 
has increased greatly in all types of con- 
struction. 

The concrete home is not expensive. 
Concrete can be good looking and can be 
adapted to any style of architecture. It 
lends itself to all types of masonry wall 


construction, is ideal for exposed walls and 
can bear heavy weights. If you like quiet, 
you might like a concrete home, for con- 
crete masonry made with lightweight ag- 
gregates has excellent: sound-absorbing 
qualities which make it particularly suit- 
able for building quietness into your home. 
And you won't have to worry about your 
home burning down if you build with con- 
crete, because it is fireproof. 

Concrete offers a sound basis for all 
types of basement construction. Concrete 
foundations are almost universal, of course. 
The basement, considered as an under- 
ground interior of the foundation, is a good 
place for all home builders to use the load- 
bearing advantages of concrete construc- 


tion.

HE Vista is a triple bargain. The basic 
building plans allow for two alternate 
types of roof design without necessitating 
changes in the fundamental floor plan. 
For modernists who prefer low, horizon- 
tal, ground-hugging lines to a home, the 
flat roof design will be most appealing. 
For those who prefer an attractive 
though more conventional peaked roof, the 
cement tile design on page 101 will be 
sought. 
The clear stucco finish of the design on 
page 100 will attract many prospective 
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home seekers. Here is a warm, comfortable 
house with a Southern atmosphere that 
will be perfectly at home in any locale. In- 
sulation and heating requirements are 
easily modified to suit a particular climate. 

This home is typical of small Ranch style 
design that has left behind all other forms 
of architecture in recent years. It is con- 
structed of materials popular in the South- 
west—adobe and stucco. Unlike many 
Ranch designs, it was planned for a small 
lot and incorporates its full quota of mod- 
ern ideas. Not only is The Vista a well de- 
signed house, but it is also 
within financial reach of every- 
one. Despite the low cost, no 
detail of sound layout or con- 
struction has been deleted to 
detract from its value. 

The lines of this home are 
simple and when built in the 
proper setting with attractive 
landscaping, this means added 
beauty.

The exterior is designed in a Modern 
Colonial manner with brick, fieldstone, and 
shingles combined in an artistic fashion.

that The Cherokee is a versatile home. 
Proven Ranch design is compressed into a 
more square-shaped plan than is ordinarily 
found to make the most of all available 
floor space. Low and groundhugging, it is 
indeed a comfortable family home. 

The attached car port has direct access to 
the kitchen. Bad weather does not mean in- 
convenience in getting from the car to the 
house or from the house to the car, and 
packages can be brought directly into the 
house. 

The Cherokee’s plan provides for build- 
ing with or without a basement. 
Without the basement, the stor- 
age room next to the car port be- 
comes a utility room; but with 
the basement, the stairs descend 
in this space. 

The main entrance, sheltered 
by the car port roof, gives access 
to an average size living room the 
outstanding feature of which is 
one wall with built-in book 
shelves. An attractive double 
casement window and jalousie 
door gives cross ventilation and 
light to the room. Sufficient wall 
space remains, however, for 
varied furniture arrangement.

dining room. The dining room is lighted by 
a back window during the day. Its side wall 
contains a door to the car port, which is 
also convenient to the kitchen nearby. An 
archway connects the kitchen to the dining 
section. 

The modern kitchen arrangement is the 
popular two wall installation, which means 
the sink and work counters are on one 
wall, while the electric range and refrig- 
erator are on the opposite wall. A wide 
window is located over the sink and is 
framed by wall cabinets at either side. This 
makes the kitchen an especially light and 
airy place in which to work. 

The central hall of The Cherokee offers 
direct access to the two bedrooms, bath- 
room and linen closet. The bath is com- 
pactly designed but complete. The walls are 
of ceramic tile, while all the fixtures are of 
stainless vitreous china. A small translu- 
cent glass window provides sufficient ven- 
tilation and insures privacy. 

The two bedrooms each have double 
exposure and cross ventilation. Adequate 
wall space is provided for interesting bed 
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and furniture arrangements. The master 
bedroom is at the front of the home and has 
a ten foot closet with sliding doors to allow 
full use of all room space. The small bed- 
room has two closets with a built-in dress- 
ing table between them. It is located ad- 
jacent to the bathroom at the rear of the 
house. 

The Cherokee, as shown, is constructed 
on a concrete slab set well above ground 
and reinforced with steel rods. Further 
protection against a cold or damp floor is 
provided by a 3-inch layer of fiber glass in- 
sulation around the entire foundation. The 
floors, as called for in the specifications, are 
terrazzo but any standard floor covering 
can be used. 

The exterior of this home is of stucco ap- 
plied on concrete or cinder blocks. Adobe 
blocks are used as trim around the win- 
dows. However, this plan with its three 
different roof designs could easily be con- 
structed with standard frame construction. 

The interior walls are plaster applied on 
rock lath. The rock lath is spaced from con- 
erete block by 1x2 in. furring strips. ®

Besides conveniently arranged 
rooms and unusual exterior beauty, The 
Catalina provides many extra accommoda- 
tions that add to the comfort and pleasure 
of the entire family.

This room will 
constantly be in use by both young and old.

LL homes in this book have complete 
building plans available (See page 
142). However, with nearly every house 
the services of a builder and at least the 
partial services of an architect will be re- 
quired to do adequate justice to these ex- 
cellent low-cost homes. The Brunswick 
illustrated here and The Garfield on page 
120 are exceptions to this statement. 

We have included these homes for a 
number of reasons. First, they are hand- 
some, livable houses styled to please the 
discriminating home owner. Second, they

are exceptional bargains at the low prices 
for which they can be built. And thirdly, 
possibly our prime reason for presenting 
them, they are capable of being constructed 
by the ordinary home craftsman with the 
few basic power tools and equipment to 
be found in the typical home workshop. 
Therefore, if you are handy with tools, 
acquire the blueprints and enjoy the satis- 
faction of constructing your own home 
entirely by yourself. 

The Brunswick is a fine “first house’ for 
a small family. Its trim lines are just right 
for the narrow plot of land you 
may own; without the porch, it 
can be built on a 40-foot lot. 
With the porch as shown, a 50- 
foot lot would do. 

The Brunswick is a four- 
room cottage that can be 
adapted for a summer bunga- 
low or else refined to make a 
very comfortable all-year- 
round home. Its compactness 
—two bedrooms, full bath, 
kitchen, and a good size living 
rcom—are a few of its features. 

Should this house appeal to 
you as an all-year-round house, 
a small warm-air floor unit may 
be used for heating. This type 
of unit takes little space and is

NHE Garfield is one of the smallest 
houses it is possible to build, yet it 
lacks nothing in comfort and completeness 
for a young couple. Located anywhere, this 
four-room house may be a week-end cot- 
tage or permanent all-year round resi- 
dence. 

To keep construction costs down, The 
Garfield is built on a three-foot deep con- 
erete block footing on which the floor 
beams rest. The beams are further rein- 
forced by concrete piers placed at regular 
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intervals inside the solid perimeter. In this 
type of foundation, known as pier con- 
struction, the air space between the ground 
and the floor usually measures at least a 
foot and a half above ground and must be 
fully ventilated to prevent dampness from 
settling into the structure. 

Economies, without sacrifice of conven- 
ience, include a minimum bathroom, 
kitchen, living room and two bedrooms. 
Each room has cross ventilation and there 
is plenty of closet space for a small family. 

The Garfield is within the 
building scope of the home 
craftsman and in addition to the 
standard architectural blue- 
prints, there is a complete bill 
of materials and specifications 
to aid you in your purchases. 

Though both The Garfield, 
illustrated here, and The 
Brunswick (shown on page 118) 
can be built by the prospective 
owner with little or no profes- 
sional assistance, it is well to 
remember that in certain local- 
ities building laws require the 
services of approved workmen 
—such as a licensed electrician 
and licensed plumber—in the 
interests of adequate fire pro- 
tection and sanitation. ®

MONG the material possessions of the 
average American, the family auto- 
mobile is second only to the home as the 
object of greatest pride and enjoyment. A 
garage, therefore, is the ranking home ac- 
cessory. 

Many of the houses in Low Cost Homes 
are constructed with attached garages. In 
most instances this attachment forms a 
vital function in the achitectural scheme of 
the home so that it would destroy the basic 
design of the house to attempt to eliminate 
it and construct a detached garage. 

However, there are a number of homes 
in this book without attached garages. The 
car owner may well find the garage design 
he needs on this or the following pages. 

A garage is necessarily a definite part of 
the landscape which complements the 
architectural beauty of your home. There- 
fore, when you decide on a garage it is im- 
portant that you select a design in keeping 
with the architectural style of your home 


——-then build it with a material that is suit- 
able and satisfactory from every stand- 
point. 

Generally, it is important to make the 
pitch (or slope) of the garage roof con- 
form to that of the roof of the house. In 
other words, the style of roof (whether 
gables, or hip or flat) should be the same 
or nearly the same on both buildings. 

Should a flat roof garage be preferred, 
it is well to consider its effect upon the 
appearance of the home in general. Archi- 
tecturally, a flat roof accentuates a horizon- 
tal line which either opposes or blends with 
the lines, or contours, of the home and 
grounds. Therefore, the garage type shown 
in the above photograph is ideal for a ranch 
type home.

T HE Sally, like The Winnie, is a single 
M@ car garage that should adequately sat- 
isfy all your auto storage requirements. 
However, this garage exhibits one impor- 
tant difference. It incorporates a substan- 
tially greater width so that a reasonably 
complete home workshop may be installed 
without cramping the space allotted for 
your car. Aside from hand tools, a number 
of electric power tools may be comfortably 
located along one side of the garage. 

Space is provided for a small heating 
unit, allowing year round working comfort. 
However, this unit may be eliminated, as 
well as all workshop equipment, and the 
entire added area may be devoted to extra 
storage space, in which case roomy shelves 
may be built into the lefthand wall and 
rear wall. 

This garage is designed to provide cer- 
tain distinctive features which might well 
meet your particular requirements. For 
example: 1) There is sufficient room for a 


complete workbench, garage tool storage, 
and bicycle rack. 2) The two windows 
and door provide ample light, which often 
is lacking in garages. 3) Horizontal siding 
or shingles lend an attractive treatment, 
provided it harmonizes with the architec- 
tural treatment of the house. 

Workbench, outdoor shelves, locker 
space, and a bicycle rack are only a few 
suggestions for the many added features 
that can be built into your garage without 
dificulty. A water connection and an iron 
sink is a great convenience and if installed, 
the faucet should be of a type to which a 
hose can be attached. 

If electric lights are installed, it is gen- 
erally more useful to have a two-way or 
three-way socket on the wall over the 
bench, to allow for extension cords. A 
great convenience, at a very small extra 
cost, is a two-way lighting switch enabling 
lights to be put on or off from either the 
house or garage. ®

HE design of the roof is of great 

importance to the properly planned 
garage, for it generally marks, or mars, 
the relationship between the house and 
the garage. 

In The Belle the pitch of the roof is to 
the front and rear, accentuating the hori- 
zontal architectural treatment. 

When planning a garage, its location 
should also be considered. The garage 
should be placed where it will permit 
untroublesome driving in and out. An 
obstructed view when backing your auto- 
mobile is dangerous. 

If you have alternative locations avail- 
able that would not disturb the above 
requirements, you should next consider: 
1) the location that will leave you the 
most advantageous yard area for land- 
scaping your grounds; 2) the location that 
will be most conveniently accessible for 
your house during stormy weather and 
3) the location which will permit the 


shortest and most direct driveway, thereby 
reducing cost of driveway construction. 

The driveway should be flush with the 
ground adjoining it to prevent stumbling 
and to permit easy passage of a lawn- 
mower. 

In this plan the entire space is devoted 
exclusively to two-car storage. However, 
if the cars are of shorter lengths, there is 
room along the rear wall for a workbench. 
This garage is economical to build and 
could quickly pay for itself if you care to 
rent one of the car stalls. 

However, if you have a single car in the 
family and wish to utilize the remaining 
area yourself, there is room for a really 
professional home workshop, tool room, 
photography studio or darkroom, or a 
hobby room of any type. 

For a more elaborate and isolated work- 
shop the garage may be divided by a par- 
tition and the workroom area made a 
separate unit. ® 
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A really spacious two-car

ARAGES too often are awkward, box- 
like affairs which are eyesores to the 
neighborhood. This is due to lack of de- 
sign—a complete disregard for proportions 
and contour of the structure. 

In The Dotty, however, careful attention 
has been given to the architectural effect 
of the building. The sweeping line of the 
roof is emphasized to break the monotony 
of the four straight walls. While this is 
a simple solution, it requires an accurate 
sense of design and careful consideration 
of the garage in relation to the house. 

There are many different kinds and de- 
signs of garage doors that will fit this 
garage—both specially made and stock 
doors. Many excellent types of patented 
hardware and overhead devices for these 
doors are available at local dealers. All of 
the door frames shown in this book are 
strong enough to accommodate any stock 
door for resident garages on the market. 
Swinging doors are least expensive and 


easiest to install. A garage door which can 
be opened or closed, locked or unlocked, 
from outside or inside is a convenience. 

In addition to storage space, however, 
The Dotty will hold a relatively complete 
workshop in addition to its normal com- 
plement of two automobiles. It is wide 
enough and deep enough to install shelves, 
tool racks or work benches around two 
complete sides of the structure. 

When placing additional installations in 
a garage of this size it is well to organize 
each project. For example, the side nearest 
the door may be utilized by a rack for gar- 
den tools, rubber hose, lawn mower and 
other tools that are handy to have readily 
accessible. The rear section of this side 
wall may be occupied by shelves to hold 
excess canned foods, preserve jars and 
other household items. Finally, the rear 
wall is the ideal location for a workshop, 
where a work bench, small power tools, 
and storage cabinets may be placed. ®

available savings to it and you will havea 
safe purchase price for your home. 

After deciding how much you can afford 
for a house, the next consideration must be 
a plan tailored to your family’s actual 
needs, figured with an eye to the future, 
when children grow older and conditions 
change. As a guide to sound, intelligent 
home planning, use the check list shown 
here in which you may set down certain 
facilities too often overlooked. Use the 
check list with complete honesty and open 
mind, and you will have a good start 
toward a good home—one which will meet 
your real needs, rather than your imagina- 
tive ones. 

When parents or children like to work 
with tools, a place should be set aside for 
a workshop. Even if overnight guests area 
rarity a place should be considered for 
a convertible bed, as it furnishes extra 
sleeping space when needed. 

The next consideration in selecting the 
plan is orientation, which simply means the 
placement of the home on the land site to 
take advantage of sunlight, breezes, views 
and desirable surroundings. The living- 
dining area should have direct access to or 
look upon your garden or lawn. The 
kitchen, laundry and utility areas should 
have direct access to the driveway, which 
should be on the-least desirable side of 
the site. Bedrooms should always be 
located so that they have adequate ventila- 
tion. 

With each plan in this book the over-all 
dimensions are included. These figures 
will show you whether the house you want 
will blend with your land properly. The 
first dimension given is the width of the 
house, including all projections and wings 
across the front. The second dimension 
given is that of the exterior depth of the 
house from front to back. The area of the 
floor plan is given in square feet and rep- 
resents all livable space. It does not in- 
clude the porch, garage or terrace. 

The term circulation, as applied to home 
planning, refers to the means of progressing 
from one part of the house to another or 
to the outside. In judging a plan, you must 
be able to recognize the good or bad fea- 
tures of circulation. 

Halls serve no purpose other than that 
of circulation. Therefore, in small homes, 
they should occupy as little space as pos- 
sible or be eliminated when unnecessary. 
Furniture moving requires a hall with a 
minimum width of three feet. 

Stairs, although purely for circulation, 


must be designed for safety and economy of 
space. Steep or winding stairs are dan- 
gerous; absence of a handrail makes them 
more so. Stairs must be at least 36 inches 
wide to permit moving furniture. 

Doors are another important part of the 
circulation scheme. If there are many bad 
door locations, it indicates that the arrange- 
ment of the plan is poor. Doors usually 
stand open in a home and therefore use 
valuable wall space that could otherwise 
be used for furniture. A small hall may 
be almost unusable because of conflicting 
door swings. It must be remembered that 
although a person can walk through a 
doorway only 18 inches wide, moving fur- 
niture into a room requires a width of at 
least 2 feet 6 inches. 

Exits are most important in connection 
with service functions. You should not 


_ have to walk through first floor living sec- 


tions with laundry or ashes. Conflicting 
doors at the basement stairs and service 
entrance cause trouble and danger. An- 
other fault exists in rooms with more than 
one doorway. These paths turn a room 
into a little more than one hallway, inter- 
fering with the placement of furniture or 
cabinetwork, and causing unnecessary 
steps. 

A flexible plan is one in which each room 
area serves as many activities as possible. 
The smaller the house, the more compli- 
cated the assignment of space becomes. An 
expensive house may have separate rooms 
for guests, dining or study. In the small 
home which cannot afford this space, a plan 
which calls for a few large areas is always 
better, more livable and more adaptable to 
change than is one with a number of small 
rooms. 

Privacy means provision for seclusion 
and quiet where it is wanted inside and 
outside of the house. Are living quarters 
exposed to visitors at front door? Are 
the bedrooms isolated from sounds of gen- 
eral living activities inside and outside of 
the house? Is the bathroom out of sight 
of general rooms? Have front rooms pri- 
vacy from street passersby? From the 
neighbors? If the answers to these ques- 
tion are favorable, the plan fits your pri- 


' vacy requirements. 


You can never have too much storage 
space. It is just as essential to a smooth 
functioning plan as living space. Storage 
space must be designed specifically for the 
articles to be stored, and ‘storage units 
should be located near the areas where 
these articles are used. ®
